The Russian situation has been 
boiling and bubbling this week like 
that perpetual stew which the home 
steader issaidto have kept always 
on the stove and to have called the 
‘‘pot of astonishment” because so 
many queer things went into it that 
he never knew what he was going 
to get out. 

So many circumstances enter into 
the Russian salmagundi that almost 
anything might happen next, 

In most wars there is a clear-cut 
issue and two clear- 
cut possibilities, 
One side-or the 
other must win, 
And it is not insur- 
mountably > difficult 
in such cases to sit 
down and figure out 
pretty closely what 
will happen in either 
eventuality. 

No such specula- 
tion can reasonably take place with 
regard to Hitler’s entanglement with 
the Soviets, There is such a mul, 
tiplicity ot possibilities that one can 
only pick out the most likely ones 
and examine those. 

In the first place, Hitler may both 
deteat the Russians and be defeated 
by them, He can keep on wisning 
battles and chasing their armies all 
over their tremendously large coun- 
try, Ana yet he lose thousands ot 
men and tons of supplies doing so 
without. gaining a single point that 
may be regarded as a decisive victory 

It is pogsible that he may never 
lose an engagment and still emerge 
from the campaign immeasurably 
poorer than when he went in. 

It Stalin abstains from surrender, 
which is always a possibility at any 
time, Hitler may march in vain 
through devastated crop lands and 
dynamited oil fields without gaining 
anything of value, 

Unless the Germans soon give up 
in disgust and withdraw entirelv 
from Russia, this fruitless campaign 
might continue tor some time.

A weekly review of develop- 
ments on the Home Front: 

First Canadian Tank Brigade 
arrivesin Great Britain in rapid 
fulfillment of Canada’s pledged 
word to the British Government, 
Six months ago, this new unit was 
not even on the army programme. 
Today it is a fact. 

First cruiser tank produced in 
Canada rolls off assembly lines in 
Montreal, Col, J. L. Ralston, 
Minister of Defence and Hon. C. 
D. Howe, Minister of Munitions 
and Supply, were at the plant to 
receive delivery. 

First 25-pound field gun and 
carriage produced in Canada for- 
mally dedicated to the service of 
the country bv Hon. Ernest 
Lapointe, Minister of Justice. 

By Order in Council, no more 
men of military age to be appoint.

Dominion unless ineligible for

Experimental Farms 


When fand was new and wheat 
comparatively high in price, the 
practical farmer paid little attention 
to the sci¢ntific agricutture of the so- 
called white collar farmer. Now that 
we are being overrun by weeds, our 
soils suffering from erosion and 
wheat is in the doldrums, the import- 
ance of greater efficiency and regard 
for permanent fertility is accepted. 

If all the knowledge accumulated 
at experimental farms could be ap- 
plied to the farming industry, farmers 
would be much more prosperous and 
farms in much better condition to 
hand over to the next generation. 

New and improved varieties are ac- 
cepted readily. The wheat stem rust 
problem was solved almost over- 
night, not merely through the de- 
velopment of rust-resistant varieties, 
but because farmers accepted them. 

Weed, soil drifting and water ero- 
sion problems could be solved in a 
similar manner if full use were made 
of information available at experi- 
mental farms and stations. The gap 
between agricultural knowledge and 
agricultural practice is far too great. 
Much is being done to reduce this 
gap by agricultural representatives 
and extension workers, but real prog- 
ress depends upon the interest of the 
farmer himself. 

Harvest will be upon us in a month. 
Before then, wise men and women 
will organize picnic groups for a day 
at the nearest experimental farm, 
and will not miss the regularly 
organized field days. Group visits 
provide for exchange of ideas and 
economize the time of experimental 
farm staffs.
